I here is a good deal of speculation about the future of the 1

lo our way of thinking it is a waste of) 
time. 
I he G. O. P. will remain a mighty minority, but if 
agriculture and labor in the north, east and west join hands 
with the traditional Democrats of the south against the Re­ 
publican party, then we see little hope for the latter for a lone 
time. 
In the past the Republican party has come back immedi­ 
ately after every setback. It came back following Cleveland s 
Erst and second terms and following the Bull Moose split. 
Never before has it sustained two resounding defeats in a 
row, not to speak of three— 1932, 1934 and 1936. 
Democratic machines are now intrenched in Philadel­ 
phia, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Chicago, Kansas City, Indianap­ 
olis, St. Louis and Detroit as solidly as Republican machines 
ever were, and because the Republican party will not go radical 
the coast states of California, Oregon and Washington seem 
to have been permanently lost. 
W e see no virtue in the Republican party’s going socialis­ 
tic. I hat would not win over any of the radicals while it would 
simply disgust the conservative rank and file. 
I here seems to be a general asumption that the Demo­ 
cratic party is only as strong as President Roosevelt, and that 
when Mr. Roosevelt has had his day it will disintegrate. We 
doubt this. 
It is our candid belief that a vast majority of the voters

both these groups are subsidized as they are now.
